of High Treaſon, without being firſt reſtored 


by a Pardon; neither ſhall they be ſuch, who 
out of Cowardice have fled from any Field of 
Battle; And in Caſc any Companion thall be 
found guilty of Reproach in any Inſtance of 
this Kind, (which God forbid) He ſhall be 
Degraded at the next Chapter, his Eſcocheon 
ſhall be thrown out of his Stall, with all the

Pads It 18 hereby declared, That Our 


dear entirely beloved Grandſon * William

be Our Royal Pleaſure, That we having con- 


ferred the Honour of Knighthood on him for-

that Chamber, by the King of Arms, and the 
Gentleman-Uſher of this Order ; and the 
Perſon thus elected ſhall enter into that Cham- 
ber, with the Eſquires, who being expe- 
rienced in Matters of Chivalry, are to inſtruct 
him in the Nature, Dignity, and Duties of 
this military Order, and to take diligent 
Care, That all the Ceremonies thereof, (which 
have their allegorical Significations) ſhall 
be powerfully recommended, and punctually 
obſerved ; And ſuch Efquites who from 
this 80 . have been uſually denominated 
Eſquires Governors, ſhall not permit the 
Elected to be ſeen abroad, during the Even- 
ing of his firſt Entry, but ſhall fend for the

handſomely lined on the Infide and Outſide 
with Linnen, having croſs Hoops over it, 
covered with Tapeſtry, for Defence againſt 
the cold Air of the Night, and a Blanket

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ſhall be ſpread on the Floor by the Side of 
the Bathing-Veſſel, Then the Beard of the 
Elected being ſhaven, and his Hair Fat, the 
Eſquires ſhall acquaint the Sovereign, or Great 
Maſter, That it being the Time of Evenſong, 
the Elected is prepared for the Bath; Where- 
upon ſome of the moſt ſage, and experienced 
Knights, ſhall be ſent to inform the Elected, 
and to counſel and direct him in the Orders 
and Feats of Chivalry; which Knights being 
preceded by ſeveral Eſquires of the Sovereign's 
Houſhold, making all the uſual Signs of re- 
Joictag, ſi having the Minſtrels playing on 
ſeveral Inſtruments before them, ſhall forth- 
with repair to the Door of the Prince's Cham- 
ber, while the Eſquires Governors, upon hear- 
ing the Muſick ſhall undreſs the Elected, and 
put him into the Bath, and the muſical In- 
ſtruments then ceaſing to play, theſe grave 
Knights entring into the Chamber without 
any Noiſe, ſhall ſeverally, one after the other, 
knecling near the Bathing-Veſſel, with a ſoft 


Voice, inſtruct the Elected in the Nature and 


Courſe of the Bath, and put him in Mind, 
that ſor ever hereafter, he ought to keep 5

thereupon the Knights ſhall each of them caſt

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ſome of the Water of the Bath upon the 


Shoulders of the Elected, and then retire, while 


the Eſquires Governors ſhall take the Elected 
out of the Bath, and conduct him to his Pal- 
let-Bed, which is to be plain, and without 
Curtains, and as ſoon as his Body 1s dry, they 
ſhall clothe him very warm, in Conſideration 
that he is to watch that whole Night ; And 
| therefore they ſhall then array him in a Robe 
of Ruſſet, having long Sleeves reaching down 
to the Ground, and tyed about the Middle with 
a Cordon of aſh-coloured, and Ruſſet Silk, with 
a Ruſſet Hood like to an Hermit, having a 
white Napkin hanging to the Cordon, or 
Girdle; And the Barber having removed the 
Bathing-Veſſel, the experienced Knights ſhall 
again enter, and from thence conduct the Elected 
to the Chapel of King Henry the Seventh, 
(wherein it is our Pleaſure, that the Religions 
Ceremonies relating to this Order ſhall for the 
future be conſtantly performed) and they being 
there entred, preceded by all the Eſquires, mak- 
ing Rejoicings, and the Minſtrels playing before 
them, during which Time, Wine aud Spices ſhall 
be laid ready for theſe Knights, the Elected and 
the Eſquires Governors; And the Elected ha- 


ving 
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ving returned Thanks to theſe Knights, for the 


great Favours of their Aſſiſtance, the Eſquires 
Governors ſhall ſhut the Chappel Door, per- 
mitting none to ſtay therein, fave the Elected, 
One of the Prebendaries of the Church of HYeſt- 
minſter to officiate, the Chandler to take Care 
of the Lights, and the Verger of the Church; 
where the Elected ſhall perform his Vigits, 

during the whole Night, in Oriſons and Prayers, 
to Almighty God, having a Taper burning be- 
fore him, held by one of his Eſquires Gover- 
nors, who at the Reading of the Goſpe 1 ſhall 
Aver it into the Hands of the Eleed, | 
which being read, he ſhall redeliver to one of 


his Eſquires Governors, who thall hold it be- 


fore him during the Refidue of divine Ser- 
vice; and when the Day breaks, and the 


Elected hath heard Matins, or Morning Prayer, 


the Eſquires Governors ſhall reconduct him 
to the Princes Chamber, end lay him in 


Bed, and caſt over him a e of Gold, 


lined with Carde; and when it is a proper 
Time, theſe Eſquires ſhall acquaint the So- 
vereign, or Great Maſter, that the Elected 
will be ready to riſe irom his Bed, who ſhall

upon the Eſquires Governors taking him by

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And then the Great Maſter ſhall put the 
Collar about his Neck, and ſhall ſeat him in 
his Stall, with all proper Signs of Reſpect; 
and then the Great Maiter ſhall refort unto 
the next Stall, and fo ſucceſſively throughout 
the whole Stalls, performing the like Ceremo- 
nies to every Knight reſpectively ; which Ce- 
remonies being finiſhed, and the Great Maſter 
reſeated in his Stall, the Dean ſhall go to the 
Altar, and Bath King of Arms, and the Gen- 
tleman Uſher being returned to their Bench, 
Divine Service ſhall be celebrated according to 
the Rubrick of the Liturgy ; and at the Of- 
fering, the Sovereign (if preſent) ſhall, at- 
tended by Garter, Bath, and the Sethe 
Uſher, and aſſiſted by the Great Maſter, make 
his Oblation; then the Prince of the Blood; 
then the Great Maſter, attended by Bath, 
and the Gentleman-Uſher, and afterwards all 
the Reſidue of the Companions with their re- 
ſpective Fellows, (if preſent) otherwiſe ſingle; 
thoſe in the higheſt Stalls ſhall offer firſt, be- 
ing attended ſeverally by two Provincial Kings, 
or Heralds of Arms; Divine Service being 
concluded, every Companion Inſtalled, ſhall 


be conducted by Bath King of Arms, and the 
Gentle- 
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Gentleman-Uſher to the Rails of the Altar, 
where having unſheathed his Sword, he ſhall

By the Oath you have this Day taken, I ex-

A Proceflion ſhall then be had by the Com- 


panions, in theſe their full Habits, to the 
Chapter-Room, and the Sovereign's Maſter- 


Cook, ſtanding at the Outſide of the Door of 
the Church of Meſtminſter, with a Linnen 


Apron, and a Chopping-Knife in his Hand, 
ſhall ſay to each Companion Inſtalled : Sr, 
Tou know what great Oath you have taken ; 

which if you keep, it will be great Honour 70 
yon; but if you break it, I ſhall be compelled 
by my Office to hack off your Spurs from _ 


Heels. 
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The Companions being thus returned to 
the. Prince's Chamber,. are hereby authorized
